one remains, and the infant feels tlior 
oughly prepared for whatever may fol- 
low. Hero the fourth book of the series 
stops and it is necessary to buy tho fifth 


The fifth book of tho series grabs tho 


infant mind with a firm and vigoron; 
hand and inducts it into the grandeur 
and glory oJc the multiplication table 
By the inventor's process such a key is 
given to this door of the science of num 
bers that the youngest people march 
boldly forward and carry the entire mul- 
tiplication by a coup-dc main. No extra 
charge for French quotations. 


The sixth of the series unlocks tho 


mysteries of long and short division. 
Division, through the new process, is 
instilled gently into the child's mind 
and robbed of many of its former hor- 
rors. It is to the pupil a pleasurable 
operation. Not much is attempted at 
once. The pupil is first well grounded 
in tho mathematical fact that two will 
go into two but once. Entire chapters 
are devoted to tho laying of this founda- 
tion. When the pupil is sure of this 
mathematical fact ho is ready to ad- 
vance into the number of times two will 
go into four. But if he is not sure he is 
kept in twos into two until it is proved 
to nim beyond the shadow of a pcrad- 
venture. 
Thus ends this portion of the juvenile 


The next scries, 
consisting of eleven books, is devoted 
entirely to vulgar fractions. 


By the old and pernicious procoss of 


teaching mathematics tho scholar was 
required to buy but one book. The en- 
tire subject was thus thrown at him in a

The Metallic Fly. 


One of India's pests is tho metallic 


bluefly. Yon sink the legs of your furn- 
iture into metallic sockets filled with 
salt and water, and pack your clothing 
in tight tin boxes, to prevent tho incur- 
sions of white ants, but you have no 
remedy against tho metallic bluelly, 
which fills every crevice, every keyhole 
and every key itself with clay. 
The lly 


is an artistic as well as an industrious 
worker, and he works always wkh an 
object. 
Ho first selects a hole, a key- 


hole or an empty epace in any metallic 
substance is preferred; but, in the ab- 
sence of any such material, the holes in 
the bottom of a cane-scat chair, or any 
perforated wood, will answer the pur- 
pose. 
After seeing that the hole is clean anil 


in good order, ho commences operations 
bylaying on the bottom a smooth car- 
pet of clay; then the bodies of several 
defunct spiders are triumphantly placed 
upon the clay carpet. On top of these 
spiders the eggs of the male lly arc de- 
posited. 
The tomb is then ready for 


closing. The top is neatly covered over 
with clay, but it still has an unfinished 
look. This is remedied by a thin coat 
of whitewash, and then the fly looks up- 
on his work and pronounces it good. 


When this tomb is opened there arc 


more metallic blucflics in tho world than 
there were before. You are anxious to 
examine or wear some of your valua- 
bles, which you always keep under lock 
and key, and yon take your key and en- 
deavor to unlock your trunk, but it K 
only an endeavor. 
There is resistance 


in the keyhole. 
You examine the key 


and find that it is nicely scaled up with 
clay, and the key-hole in the same con- 
dition. It is a work of patience to de- 
stroy the nursery of the poor insect ami 
lay his castlo in ruins; but a determined 
will can accomplish much. Cano-seatcd 
chairs are sometimes so occupied by 
theso clay homes as to make it nard to 
determine what the original substance 
was."

—To remove tho odor from clothes 


that have been put away for the sum- 
mer, or for a long time, place a little 
powdered charcoal in the folds of them, 
and all unpleasantness will soon be re- 
moved. 


—The Dublin Farmer claims that a 


full feed of hay to horses, to follow con- 
centrated food, is wasteful, and crowds 
tho latter out of the stomach before 
proper digestion occurs. This authority 
claims that the hay should be fed first to 
avoid the above mentioned trouble. A 
heavy drink of water upon a 
full 


stomach also operates to push it3 con- 
tents into tho intestines before there is 
proper digestion. 


—Warts may be removed by touching 


them with nitric acid by moans of a 
glass rod dipped into it.' This should 
be tlonc once a day and tho corroded 
part removed by rubbing off before acid 
is again applied. 
When the base of the 


wart is reached the acid may be still ap- 
plied until a superficial wound is made 
to the tlcsh and the skin ig wholly re- 
moved. The sore may then be dressed 
with a solution of copperas until it heals. 
—N. Y. Times. 


—Dclmouico Pudding.—A quart of 


new milk, three even tnhlcspoonfuls of 
corn starch dissolved iu a liUle cold 
milk, the yelks of four eggs, six table- 
spoonfuls of sugar. Heat the milk, add 
the sugar, then the starch, and last the 
beaten yelks. 
Flavor, pour into a pud- 


ding dish and bake in ;v slow oven (the 
top must not brown) :>0 minutes. Have 
tlie whites beaten stiff, sweeten, flavor 
and spread over the pudding. Return 
to the oven and let it just brown. 


—Summer is the best season for clear- 


ing land, although seldom the most con- 
venient, because the ordinary farm work 
must also bo done; and this'is just why 
and the only reason for any one ever 
recommending winter as the best sea- 
son for clearing land. 
It is very easy 


to get up an excuse for not doing work 
at the proper time, when it is more con- 
venient to do it at some other. % cut- 
ting down brush and trees when in full 
loaf, the vitality of the roots receive a 
severe check; besides, the dry brush 
containing the leaves burn more readily 
than when denuded of foliage. 


— The use of sawdust in mortar is rec- 


ommended as superior even to hair for 
the prevention of cracking and subse- 
quent pealing off of rough casing under 
the action of storms and frost. A house, 
exposed to prolonged storms on the sea- 
coast, had pieces of mortar to be re- 
newed each spring; and after trying 
without effect a number of substances 
to prevent it, the owner found sawdust 
perfectly satisfactorily. 
It was first 


thoroughly dried and sifted through an 
ordinary grain sieve to remove the 
larger particles. The mortar was made 
by mixing one part cement, two of lime, 
two of sawdust and live of sharp sand, 
the sawdust being at first well-mixed 
dry with the cement and .sand. — Ocr 
mantoti'n Tc 


— One of the most ruinous of all the 


economics of the farm is overstocking of 
the pastures, and by the denuding oftho 
grass roots, dry and burn them out, so 
that in a few years, weeds and the like 
useless forage, come to take the place 
of the more desirable grass. 
The plan 


often pursued to have the stock cat as 
fast as the grass grows, gives the grass 
no time to gain upon the demand, and 
when the dry weather of summer does 
come, bare pastures and poor cattle re- 
sult. Surplus feed never comes amiss, 
and its presence in a pasture has two 
elements of gain in it, the one of self- 
protection to tho grass, and the other 
surplus feed in time of want. 


Influence of Lime on Soils. 


Professor K. W. Ililgard, in discussing 


the "Objects and Interpretation of Sou 
Analyses," gives among other things the 
following advantages resulting from an 
adcqute supply of Time in soils: 


1. A more rapid transformation of 


vegetable matter 
into aetivo humus, 


which manifests itself by a dark, or 
deep block tint of the soil. 


2. The retention of such humus, 


against the oxidizing influences of hot 
climates; witness tho high humas-per- 
ccntages of such soils, as against all 
others, in the Southern States. 


H. Whether through the medium of 


this humus, or in a more direct, manner, 
it renders adequate for profitable cul- 
ture percentages of phosphoric acid and 
potash so small that, in the case of de- 
liciency or absence of limn, the soil is 
practically sterile. 


<1. It tends to secure the proper main- 


tenance of tho conditions of nitrification, 
whereby the inert nitrogen of the soil is 
rendered available. 


5. It exerts a most important physical 


action on the lloccitlation, and there- 
fore on the lillahility of the soil, na 
shown by SchUesing .and by myself. 


Professor If ilgard adds that in the. ma- 


jority of soils (excepting those that are 
extremely sandy), the lime percentage 
is greater in tlie subsoil than in the 
surface soil. 
This is, doubtless, ho ex- 


plains, the result of the easy solubility 
of calcic carbonate in the soil water, 
which carries it, downward and thus 
tends to deplete tlie surface soil. 
This 


fact is strikingly shown in the results of 
Longhridgo's investigation on the com- 
position of the several sediments. 
Tho 


clHcacy of lime in preventing "running- 
to-wced" in fresh soils, and in favoring 
the production of fruit, is conspicuously 
shown in a number of cases.

Tho action of Paris green on potatoes, 


it is thought by some growers, is to 
hasten their maturity. 
The American 


Cultivator expresses the following opin- 
ions on the subject: 
"As Paris green 


does not enter into the composition of 
the plant, it is impossible that it should 
affect in any way or manner the tubers. 
We might, however, say that the lack 
of Paris green or other "insect destroyer 
would increase tho maturing qualities of 
the tubers. 
Most of our farmers apply 


Paris green freely to the potato vines up 
to the time of their blossoming when 
the tubers arc forming. 
After this 


time, however, another brood of bugs 
makes its appearance, but farmers are 
apt to argtto that the pptotoes, being 
about grown, will suffer no harm from 
this second brood, so the latter are left 
to work at pleasure upen the vines, 
which they cause to die much sooner 
than they otherwise would. 
Of course 


the result of dying clown in this way is 
to cause much earlier maturity on the 
pavt of the tubers than would other- 
wise occur. 
If an additional dose of 


Paris green or London purple was ad- 
ministered to this latter brood the tops 
of the potatoes would be kept alive 
longer, tho tubers would grow larger 
amf would be some weeks longer in ma- 
turing. 
Thus it will be seen that the 


Paris green or London purple, properly 
used, is really the preventive of early 
maturity rather than its cause."
